Wallace’s Assailant Was 
Considered His Supporter 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) - 
Arthur H. Bremer, the onetime 
photography student charged 
with shooting Democratic presi­ 
dential candidate George C. 
Wallace, is described as a quiet 
but confident loner. 
The picture drawn by rela­ 
tives, friends and acquaint­ 
ances of the man who is ac­ 
cused of gunning down Wallace 
and three others at a Maryland 
shopping center Monday is that 
of a youth who kept his opin­ 
ions to himself, developed few 
friendships and was something 
of a puzzle even to his family. 
Bremer, 21, is being held in 
lieu of $200,000 'bond in Mary­ 
land, under federal, charges of 
assaulting; a candidate for pub­ 
ic office and a federal officer 
and under state charges of as­ 
sault with intent to kill. 
Although acquaintances, in­ 
cluding classmates in his col­ 
lege photography class, said 
they were not aware of political 
Connally To 
Quit As Secy 
Of Treasury 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon made a surprise 
personal announcement today 
that Secretary of the Treasury 
John B. Connally—‘‘a tower of 
strength for the President” — is 
resigning. 
Nixon told newsmen at the 
White House that he will nomi­ 
nate George P. Shultz, former 
secretary of Labor and cur­ 
rently director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, t o 
succeed ConnaUy. 
To take over from Shultz at 
OMB, Nixon w ill name the 
agency’s deupty director, Cas­ 
par Weinberger. 
Connally said politics didn’t 
figure in his decision to leave 
the Cabinet after 18 months. 
Asked what role he might 
play in the fall election cam­ 
paign, he replied, “1 don t 
know.” 
He has been the only Demo­ 
crat in President Nixon’s Cabi­ 
net.Although Connally declared 
that ‘‘I have no political aspira­ 
tions and no particular ambi­ 
tions,” he declined to rule out 
the possibility that he might an­ 
swer the call should Nixon ask 
him to be his vie? presidential 
running mate this year. 
The departing Treasury chief 
said he didn't think such an of­ 
fer would be forthcoming and 
asserted, "I don’t want to en­ 
gage in that type of specula­ 
tion.” 
After a moment’s pause, Con­ 
nally added: 
“I’m not going to withdraw 
from the human race or from 
the political life of my nation.” 
Connally served as secretary 
of the Navy under President 
John F. Kennedy, resigning to 
run for the governorship of 
Texas. While serving as gover­ 
nor he was wounded by the as­ 
sassin who killed President 
Kennedy, Nov. 22, 1963. 
The tall, silver-haired Texan 
said he was leaving the Treas­ 
ury with ‘‘nothing but the pro- 
foundest admiration for the 
President.” 
ke said Nixon’s foreign and 
domestic politices have his 
“complete support.” 
Nixon was equally lavish in 
praising Connally, describing 
him as “the architect of the 
new economic policy” and a 
tower of strength in the admin­ 
istration.

Bremer moved into the apart­ 
ment from his family’s South 
Side home last fall. Neighbors 
said he dropped from sight 
about a month ago. 
Bremer’s truck driver father, 
William, 58, said his son had 
“never mentioned anything po­ 
litical,” but he said he had 
learned that his son was a 
“dues-paying member of the 
12th Ward Democratic unit.” 
Notebooks found in the apart­ 
ment included one with the 
words “Cheer up, Oswald” in 
large print. Then, in smaller 
print, were the words “white 
collar conservative . . . middle 
class Republican . . . subur­ 
banite robot.” 
Members of Bremer’s fami­ 
ly—who hadn’t seen him since 
he moved to the apartment in 
October—described 
him 
as 
“shy and timid,” and they ex­ 
pressed disbelief that he could 
have been involved in the 
shooting. 
“We could never talk to 
him,” said a younger brother, 
Roger, 18. “We never knew 
much about him.” Roger said 
his mother, Sylvia, 57, had 
tried to visit Arthur at the 
apartment but he “slamnled 
the door in her face»” 
Among the items found in the 
apartment were two boxes of 
shells—one containing 21 .38- 
caliber shells, the other 23 9mm 
cartridges—and seven targets, 
as well as some gun maga­ 
zines.

Wallace Hit In 5 Places 
SILVER SPRINGS. MD.: George Wallace is paralyzed 
from the waist down as a result of spinal injury from a bul­ 
let wound at the hands of a would-be assassin, doctors re­ 
ported today. They said he was making a remarkable re­ 
covery, but that the paralysis could be permanent. Besides 
the bullet that passed through his abdomen which doctors 
refraiZncd from removing lest the spine be injured more, 
Wallace suffered two wounds of the right arm plus a super­ 
ficial skin wound under the right shoulder and a grazing 
superficial wound on the back of the left shoulder blade.

SILVER SPRING, Md. (AP) 
— George C. Wallace, shot 
down at an election eve cam­ 
paign rally, today fought to re­ 
gain use of his paralyzed legs 
but vowed to continue seeking 
the presidency in a wheelchair 
if necessary. 
Doctors said Wallace is under 
sedation because of pain from 
his multiple wounds, including 
a bullet that remains lodged 
against his lower spine, but is 
in no immediate danger of 
death. They wouldn't predict 
whether he’ll walk again. 
Today, President Nixon of­ 
fered Wallace full facilities of 
Walter Reed Medical Center. 
“I can assure you Gov. Wal­ 
lace is receiving the best medi­ 
cal care,” Nixon said at the 
White House. 
Charged with the shooting is 
Arthur Herman Bremer, 21, a 
white man who reportedly had 
followed the Wallace campaign 
for some time. He was held in 
$200,000 bail today by a U.S. 
magistrate. His family and ac­ 
quaintances in his hometown of 
Milwaukee said they could sup­ 
ply no motive for the shooting. 
Wallace was hit several times 
Monday by point-blank pistol 
shots fired in the midst of a 
crowd at a shopping center in 


Laurel, Md. Three others also 
were wounded, none critically.

Michigan balloted today in pri­ 
maries that Wallace is favored 
to win, thus marking a high 
point in his campaign for the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. 


Doctors said at 8 a.m. that 
Wallace had come through the 
night in good spirits despite his 
pain. “He says it hurts, and 
he’s feeling fine,” said Dr, Jo­ 
seph Schanno. 
Schanno listed Wallace’s con­ 
dition as critical.

sympathy vote. 
Michigan will divide 132 dele­ 
gates to the Democratic Nation­ 
al Convention proportionately 
according to the presidential 
preference voting. In Maryland, 
53 votes will be decided on the 
basis of statewide and congres­ 
sional district results. 
Even before a gunman shot 
Wallace as he campaigned 
Monday in the Washington sub­ 
urb of Laurel, Md. he had been 
favored to win. in both states, 
Hogs Stolen From Stockyard 
Monday Night; Wrecks Reported 
Jim Ringer, manager of Rush- 
aboard a truck.

In Michigan, which is holding 
its first presidential primary, 
polls were to open from 8 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. EDT. Voters could de­ 
cide in the booth whether to 
vote in the Democratic- or Re­ 
publican primaries. 
In both states. President Nix­ 
on was expected to be an easy 
winner in the GOP primaries. 
In Maryland, where Wallace 
polled 43 per cent of the vote in 
the 1964 Democratic primary, 
Humphrey hoped for strong 
showings in the labor strong­ 
holds of Baltimore and its sub­ 
urbs to overcome an expected 
heavy W'allace vote in rural 
areas. 
McGovern's 
strength 
was believed confined to the 
Washington suburbs. 
I n 
Michigan, 
Humphrey 
workers were privately con­

McGovern aides hoped for a 
strong second—and possibly a 
surprise upset—in the hours be­ 
fore Wallace was shot.

Bullets also 
pierced Wallaces right fore­ 
arm, grazed the back of his left 
shoulder blade and grazed his 
upper right shoulder. 
“I think the governor is going 
to make a recovery,” Schanno 
said. “Now. what disability he 
has as a result of his pounds is 
difficult to evaluate at this 
time. We’re all very optimistic 
at this point.” 
Wallace’s wife, Cornelia, said 
early today, after her husband 
had come through five hours of 
surgery, that she is optimistic. 
“As you know-, his nature, he 
didn't, earn the title of the 
‘fighting little judge’ for noth­ 
ing. and I expect him to contin­ 
ue in the same vein.”

plans to continue his campaign, 
even if he doesn’t regain use of 
his legs. Schanno pointed out 
that President Franklin D. 
Rusevelt had been a wheel­ 
chair cripple during his years 
in the White House. 
Nixon offered Wallace the 
presidential suite at Walter 
Reed. 
He said if Wallace wishes to 
return to Alabama to recuper­ 
ate an Air Force hospital plane 
will be put at his disposal. 
Earlier Nixon had dispatched 
a White House physician, Dr. 
William Lukash, to aid Wal­ 
lace’s doctors. 
“I am very happy and I feel 
very good that he is alive,” 
Mrs. Wallace said, “that he has 
a sound heart and a sound 
brain and all his vital organs 
are solid. I couldn’t thank God 
more ” 
Mrs. Wallace had said earlier 
outside the operating-room door 
that her husband had no feeling 
below the waist. Dr. James G. 
Galbraith, head of the neurolo­ 
gical department at the Univer­ 
sity of Alabama, said the gov­ 
ernor is paralyzed in both low­ 
er extremities. 
“The outlook cannot be pre­ 
dicted but it is not favorable.” 
Galbraith said. “It would be 
unusual to get complete recov­ 
ery 
under 
these 
circum­ 
stances.” 
Early today, doctors said 
Wallace was alert, awake and 
making progress “as well as 
we can expect.’’ 
Several dozen persons, some 
of them holding lighted candles, 
stood vigil outside the hospital 
during the operation. 
Bremer was taken before 
U.S. Magistrate Clarence Goetz 
in Baltimore late Monday night

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 
woman threw her sons, ages 9 
and 5, from an overpass onto 
the crowded lanes of the Har­ 
bor Freeway and then jumped 
after them., police said.

Gary West Coach Says He Will 
‘Never Get Over’ His Suspension 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—Gary 
West basketball coach Ivory 
Brown said he would “never 
get over” having his school sus­ 
pended by the Indiana High 
School Athletic Association and 
he called it a “very severe” 
penalty. 
The IHSAA suspended West 
Monday until next March 17 
from membership in the organ­ 
ization and competition in any 
sports because of disturbances 
after the state basketball finals 
March 18 at*Bloomington. 
The decision followed a long 
investigation 
by 
the 
IHSAA 
board of control. 
Brown said, “I’m not gonna 
make much comment, but I 
feel the penalty is a very se­ 
vere penalty for us. Very se­ 
vere to a school that is only 
four years old.” 
He added, “I feel athletics 
has really brought our school 
together, to where it is now'. 
It’s a very severe penalty for 
West Side High School.” 
Brown led his team to the 
No. 2 spot in. the state tourney 
in his first year as a head 
coach. 
“I’m still...just...I’ll never get 
over this, but you have to sit 
down and think over things like 
this,” he said. 
The 
disturbance 
which 
re­ 
sulted in West’s suspension oc­ 
curred after the West team lost 
the final game of the state tour­ 
ney to Connersville, 86-63, 
The investigation began two 
days after the series of fights 
and smashing oí car and bus 
windows occurred in the park­ 
ing lot of the Indiana Univer­ 
sity Assembly Hall where the 
final game had been played. 
The IHSAA said the board of 
control 
reached 
its 
decision 
after determining: 
-G ary West and. its officials 
and staff provided routine su­ 
pervision and precautions fo r. 


control over its student person­ 
nel and followers during the fi­ 
nal tournament. 
-In spite of those precautions

President Nixon now has ordered what 
should have been done long ago — an 
attempt to seal off military supply lines 
leading to North Vietnam from Russia 
and other Communist lands. 
He hasn’t changed his course. He 
wants to bring the war to an end. But 
as long as supplies kept coming from 
those who wanted the conflict to con­ 
tinue, ending the war has been beyond 
reach at least through methods up to 
now. 
Whether we should ever have gotten 
into Vietnam in the first place is a mean­ 
ingless question now. We are there and 
we have to find some solution for getting- 
out, honorably and still meeting our 
commitments. 
Mining North Vietnamese ports and, 
presumably, cutting rail lines, are a cal­ 
culated risk which Nixon is willing to 
take. The risk would be the possibility 
of enlarging the war rather than ending 
it. 
It is painfully obvious that reports 
about the ability of the South Vietna­ 
mese to take it from here were too opti­ 
mistic. Bombing has not gotten the job 
done. So Nixon had to change his tac­ 
tics. 
Outbursts of opposition from the 
“peace at any price” group in this coun­ 
try were predictable. So were the stu­ 
dent protests which have sprung up. Do 
Nixon's critics really understand, though, 
that what this country is trying to do 
is stem the flow of communism for the 
protection of the free world as we know, 
it today? 
The Communists, of course, thrive on 
the divisiveness which the war has cre­ 
ated within, our country. It has been an 
unchanging story for us throughout the 
long years. Nothing we have tried has 
succeeded and the people have grown 
weary. To so many the war remains 
something thousands of miles away, one 
which they hoped would just go away. 
But it hasn’t. We support President 
Nixon in his dangerous move, and hope 
fervently that it succeeds in bringing 
about a genuine cease-fire and a release 
of American prisoners, its two principal 
aims.

Both re-elected 
their .incumbent State Chairmen 
without opposition. 
Democrat Gordon St. Angelo 
has served as Chairman since 
the resignation of J. Manfred 
Core in 1965. Core now works as 
business m anager of the law 
firm of Matthew Welsh. 
Republicans have had seven 
State Chairmen in the same 
period. Jam es T. Neal took the 
job the first of the year, agree­ 
ing to rem ain on the job until 
this 
reorganization. 
He 
later 
stretched the time through the 
state convention selection of the 
party slate. Newsmen asked if 
he might rem ain on after the 
convention, depending on the 
slate. He said: “ It is not my in­ 
tention but we will cross the 
bridge when we come to it.” 


Republicans 
elected 
a 
new’ 
Vice Chairman to replace E s­ 
ther Guthridge of Fowler. She 
had served with the last seven 
state chairmen, but did not seek 
reelection when it becam e ap­ 
parent that she did not have 
enough votes. 
Mrs. Betty Rendel of Peru 
was nominated for the job by 
Richard O, Regnier of Tipton. 
Fifth District Chairman, 
and 
elected without opposition 
Democrats had replaced their 
long time state Vice Chairman 
in the last reorganization. Mrs. 
Agnes Woolery of Bloomington, 
had not sought re-election in 
1.970', and was replaced by Mrs. 
Judy Burton of Rochester. She 
was renamed to the job. 
Both parties had treasurers 
from Lafayette... Maurice J. Fer- 
riter did not seek re-election to 
the Republican post. It was felt 
that the 1971 Revenue Act. per­ 
mitting individuals to claim tax 
credit for contributions would 
require full time bookkeeping 
records. The GOP named a full­ 
tim e treasurer at * salary of 
Si3,200 a year. He is R oben A.

George C. Wallace “adds 
but another chapter to the sor­ 
did story of attempted murders 
and assassinations in America 
in recent years.” 
Hoosier Democrats and state 
political leaders of ail beliefs 
joined Whitcomb in a universal 
chorus of condemnation over 
the shooting the governor. 
Gordon St. Angelo, the Demo­ 
cratic State Chairman, called it 
a “sad time wheq the Ameri­ 
can political scene, once again, 
is interrupted by violence.” 
Wallace’s Indiana campaign 
coordinator, 
Don 
Mantooth, 
warned Hoosiers not to “give in 
to any feelings of hate or retali­ 
ation.” 
“We were shocked and sur­ 
prised. but at the same time 
the possibility (of violence) was 
ever present and we knew that 
and the Governor knew that 
and 
accepted 
it,” 
Mantooth 
added. 
Secretary of State Larry A. 
Conrad called the shooting a 
“sad testimony indeed to the 
psychological state o! our na­ 
tion when we must resort to 
violence to resolve our political 
difference.” 
Conrad, who is running for 
the gubernatorial 
nomination, 
also said, “I had hoped that our 
nation might have learned from 
the savagery that marred the 
last decade, but apparently we 
have not. Hoosiers all hope and 
pray that he will enjoy a full 
and speedy recovery.” 
Former 
Gov. 
Matthew 
E. 
Welsh, who is also seeking the 
Democratic 
governor’s 
nomi­ 


nation. said the shooting of 
Wallace is “a reflection on our 
ability to govern ourselves.” 
“Those who disagree 
with 
Governor Wallace should do so 
at 
the 
ballot 
box,” 
Welsh 
added. “I wish him a speedy 
recovery.” 
Another former governor. Re­ 
publican Harold W. Handley, 
said. “I feel it’s a tragic situ­ 
ation. It is the lunatic fringe 
and 99.9 per cent of all Ameri­ 
cans are not on that fringe.” 
“ Maybe the laws are not 
being 
taken 
seriously,” 
he 
added, “I really don't know 
what the matter is.” 
Alabama - born black Theo­ 
dore D. Wilson, who is seeking 
the Democratic nomination for 
attorney 
general, 
also 
con­ 
demned the shooting. He called 
on persons of all parties “to 
unite in earnest prayer for Mr. 
Wallace's recovery.” 
“The way to resolution of po­ 
litical disagreement in the U.S. 
must lie in the votes of the bal­ 
lot box, not in the bullets of an 
assassin's gun.” Wilson said. 
Wallace campaigned in the 
state for the May 2 primary 
election and he finished with 42 
per cent of the Hoosier vote 
while Sen. Hubert. H. Humph­ 
rey took 47 per cent of the 
tally. 
The Alabama governor re­ 
ceived some heckling and there 
was scuffling during an appear­ 
ance in Terre Haute, but it was 
not a serious incident. 
Wallace made about a dozen 
appearances in Indiana after 
officially filing his declaration 
of candidacy March 23.

New Explosion 


Marks Ireland's 


Religious War 


BELFAST (AP) — An ex­ 
plosion wrecked a Protestant 
bar in Belfast late Monday 
night, injuring 17 persons and 
sending Protestant youths on a 
rampage. 
It was the second bar bomb­ 
ed in three days. A Roman 
Catholic tavern was demolished, 
Saturday, touching off a 36-hour 
Catholic-Protest ant 
battle 
in 
which nine persons were killed 
and more than 70 wounded. 
A 50-pound bomb in a parked 
car shattered the Bluebell Tav­ 
ern in Sandy Row, a Protestant 
district in East Belfast. Three 
girls, 7. 10, and 13 years old, 
'W '© JN0!1 among the casualties. 
Protestant youths threw up 
barricades around the street, 
while others charged into a 
nearby business district, hurl­ 
ing rocks at offices and smash­ 
ing in windows with clubs. 
Police said “older and wiser 
heads” finally persuaded the 
youths to return home, and 
Protestant 
residents 
removed 
the barricades. 
The two bar bombings and 
the 
reaction 
that 
followed 
heightened fears of civil war 
between the Protestant major­ 
ity and. the Catholic minority. 
For many months the Protes­ 
tants have held back, leaving to 
the British army and the police 
the task of combatting the 
Catholic guerrillas of the Irish 
Republican Army. 
But since 
the British 
government 
sup­ 
planted the Protestant provin­ 
cial 
government 
and 
made 
some concessions to the Catho­ 
lics, Protestant militancy has 
been increasing. 
Amid the escalating Protes­ 
tant-Catholic violence, gunmen 
wounded a Catholic father and 
son in their Belfast home. The 
father was shot in both legs 
and the son in the thigh. Police 
said they could not learn the 
motive for the attack. 
A claymore mine blasted an 
a r m y 
armored 
car 
and 
wounded a soldier, outside Lon­ 
donderry. A mail delivery truck 
also was blown up two miles 
from that city and two persons 
in a. passing car were injured.

Haute, Indianapolis, Anderson, 
Kokomo, Columbus and Bed­ 
ford. 
Now that Wallace is hospi­ 
talized, it could change the po­ 
litical climate in this country, 
according to Prof. Leroy N.

“He (Wallace) certainly has 
forced President Nixon, and the 
other candidates to answer him 
on busing and other issues, and 
in a way agreeing with him,” 
Rieselbach said. 
“Of course, depending on the 
degree 
of W’allace’s 
injuries 
and how long he will be out of 
campaigning through Novem­ 
ber, 
the 
present 
campaign 
could grow more liberal as oth­ 
er candidates forget a southern 
strategy,” the professor added.
